ARE SHORN OF THEIR GLORY 


Niagara Falls on the American Sid-* 
Greatly Diminished. 
Niagara Fills, N, Y„ Feb. 15.—Oijly 
a tiny rivulet, not deep nor swift 
enough to carry a pulp log over the 
brink, Is flowing over the American 
Bide of Niagara falls. 
A strong north­ 
east wind, which has blown since Fri­ 
day, has held back the water and al­ 
lowed the ice to gain a foothold. Two 
employes of the American Reservation 
walked from Prospect point nearly to 
Bath island. 
They desistt'd from com­ 
pleting the trip merely because they 
did not care to get their feet wet, the 
stream at one 
point being a few 
Inches above the tops of their boots. 
A great wall of ice runs from the 
head of Goat island to the American 
mainland, through which only tiny 
streams ar«j able to trickle. 
This wall 
has even encroached on the Canadian 
channel, extending out some 200 feet 
beyond the Third Sister Island and 
vreatly diminishing the flow over the 
Hors. she*.

The seas were run­ 
ning high and the small boats and 
rafts which 
were hastily launched I 
could not withstand the waves.

boats and rafts were overturned, but 
while the boats practically sank, the 
rafts righted themselves a number of 
times. 
Many acts of heroism were 
performed, some of the stronger of 
those struggling In the water helping 
the weaker ones to regain the frail 
crofts. 
After several hours of buffeting the 
majority of the survivors on the rafts 
reached the shore, demonstrating that 
rafts are more serviceable than boats 
In a heavy sea close to a rocky shore. 
One of the rafts with ten men thrice 
capsized when but a shore distance 
from land, but all scrambled back and

This Week. 
Washington, Feb. 15.—During the 
present week congress will give all 
possible 
attention

appropriation 
bills, as it has become a pressing 
necessity that both houses should act 
promptly if the measures are to be­ 
come lawn in the few days that are 
left of the 
present congress. 
The 
senate will take up the naval bill to­ 
day and, when that is disposed of, the 
postoffice bill will receive attention. 
The senate is so far behind in the 
consideration of these measures that 
night sessions will soon become a 
necessity. 
The house is in better shape with 
respect to the supply measures, but 
has little time to spare. 
The work on the Indian bill will be 
resumed today.

If the river and harbor maim 
tenance and emergency bill is report­ 
ed during the week it will follow. 
Aside from the appropriation bills 
the senate has its hands full and it is 
probable that early attention will be 
given to the Canadian boundary water­ 
ways treaty and the New Foundland 
treaty. 
There is still some hope of 
disposing of the waterways agreement 
before the adjournment of the session. 
The Panama and Colombia treaties 
still remain to be acted upon, but the 
indications are that they may not be 
disposed of until after March 4. 
The

jections also will go over with the 
result that the incoming president 
will have an opportunity to fill the 
places with men of his own selection. 
The bill removing the constitutional 
obstructions in the way of Senator 
Knox’s becoming secretary of state 
also will receive the attention of the 
house during the week and it prob­ 
ably will be favorably acted upon.

Roosevelt transmitted today to the 
two houses of congress a special mes­ 
sage 
recommending 
legislation 
re­ 
quested by. the conference on the care 
of dependent children held in W ash­ 
ington Jan. 25 and 26. 
The aim of the friends of the de­ 
pendent children is the enactment of 
legislation providing 
for their care. 
This aim Is heartily endorsed by the 
president. 
He is thoroughly in favor 
of bills pending in the senate and 
house 
of 
representatives 
providing 
such care for the dependent children 
in the District of Columbia and the 
territories, the only section* of tho 
country for which congress may enact 
such laws. 
These bills will serve aa 
examples for the rest of the country, 
it is hoped. . 
Before the conference at its meet­ 
ing in the W hite House on Jan. 25 
and subsequently the president 
ex­ 
pressed the greatest interest in its 
work. 
The conference, which 
was 
composed 
of 
well 
known 
philan­ 
thropists and 
sociologists 
from all 
parts of the United States, assem­ 
bled in Washington at his invitation 
and its sessions were formslly opened 
by him in a long address. 
The president gave bis opinion that 
there could 
be no more 
important 
subject, from the standpoint of the 
nation, than the care of "the interests 
of those children whom cruel misfor­ 
tune has handicapped at the very out­ 
set of their lives.” 
He referred to 
the orphan, the crippled child, the 
child worker and the child temporarily 
parted from its parents by circum­ 
stances.

Another landmark passed away Sat­ 
urday night wht n the Hoffman building 
at the corner of Laurel and Sixth 
streets was totally destroyed by fire. 
The building, which was about 50 by 100 
feet and two stories in height, had 
long been occupied by Mr. Hoffman as 
a hardware and furniture store and con- 
tai ned a large stock of 
timn of its destruction. 
goods at the 
The cause of 
the fire is not positively known, but the

fire undoubtedly came from one of the 
three stove" used in heating the build­ 
ing and probably from one on the sec­ 
ond floor, where the fire originated. 
The flames not only destroyed this 
building, together with its contents, 
but also that of Iver Holden, with a 
part of its contents, and that of .Jens 
Molstead. 
The last named building is 
still standing but is so badly damaged 
that it is a question whether or not the 
city authorities will permit it to be re­ 
built. 
The night was a cold one and the fire 
boys made a very strong, though dis­ 
agreeable fight against the flames. 
At 
•ne time it w'as feared that the fire 
could not be kept from other adjoining 
buildings but this was finally done. 
At first it was thought that the Hoff­ 
man building could be saved, otherwise 
some of the stock could have been got 
ten out, but after it became evident 
that the building must go it was im- 
' possible to get out but a part of 
the contents of that building. 
Much 
of the contents of the Holden building 
was saved, and practically all that was 
in the Molstad building, which was in 
deed fortunate as both of these gentle­ 
men had very light insurance, the rate 
on that group of buildings being $80 
per $1,000. 
Mr. Hoffman’s building was valued 
by him at $8,000, with an insurance of 
$4,500. 
His stock of goods was valued 
at $11,000 and he had $7,000 insurance 
thereon and $500 on fixtures. 
Mr. Holden expresses himself as un­ 
able to accurately estimate his loss as 
yet. 
His bar fixtures and much of the 
household furniture were destroyed. 
He had a total insurance of $3,000 
which will not nearly cover the loss. 
Mr. Molstad had $700 insurance on his 
building and none on his stock 
The 
stock was all removed but was of course 
damaged somewhat in the removal 
Chas. W. Hoffman, in speaking to a 


D i s p a t c h representative regarding the 
origin of the fire, sajd that he and his 
father left the building about 10 o’clock 
and went to the opera house, listened 
to the last act of “ Dick’s Honeymoon’’ 
and went from there to R. D. 
King’s 
store. 
While there they heard the 
alarm and followed the fire team to the 
fire not knowing where it was located 
until they reached there. 
R. L. Weeks, 
who is employed by Mr. Hoffman as 
bicycle repairer, had left the store 
about 9 o’clock and gone to the Central 
hose house, where he remained until 
somewhat after ten when he left for 
his home on the south side. 
As he 
passed the store he went in and got an 
ax he had been fixing and started to 
his home, but before he reached there 
he heard the fire bell, dropped the ax 
in the snow, ran back to the fire. 
Mr. 
Weeks states that it could not not have 
been over five minutes from the time 
that he left the store until the alarm 
was turned in. 
There was no sign of 
fire when he left and this adds to the 
strength of the theory that the fire 
started from the stove on the second 
floor. 
Charles Hoffman states 
that 
when he reached the store, and opened 
it to let the firemen in, the flames were 
just working their way down through 
the ceiling in one or two spots. 
The fire boys were strengthened for 
their fight by sandwiches and hot coffee 
furnished them by W. H. Koop, and 
for which the boys are very grateful. 
Mr. Hoffman states that he will not 
rebuild at once unless someone desires 
store room on that corner. 
In that 
event he would rebuild as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
He has established temporary head­ 
quarters at the office of the Brainerd 
Ice Company, just south of the site of 
his burned structure. 
Mr. Holden and 
Mr. Molstad have their goods stored 
in the Gardner block, but whether or 
not they will open in business at once, 
and if so where is not known.

The cause of 
the fire is not positively known, but the 
fire undoubtedly came from one of the 
three stove" used in heating the build­ 
ing and probably from one on the sec­ 
ond floor, where the fire originated.

The last named building is 
still standing but is so badly damaged 
that it is a question whether or not the 
city authorities will permit it to be re­ 
built. 
The night was a cold one and the fire 
boys made a very strong, though dis­ 
agreeable fight against the flames. At 
•ne time it was feared that the fire 
could not be kept from other adjoining 
buildings but this was finally done. 
At first it was thought that the Hoff­ 
man building could be saved, otherwise 
some of the stock could have been got­ 
ten out, but after it became evident 
that the building must go it was im­ 
possible to get out but a part of 
the contents of that building. Much 
of the contents of the Holden building 
was saved, and practically all that was 
in the Molstad building, which was in 
deed fortunate as both of these gentle­ 
men had very light insurance, the rate 
on that group of buildings being $80 
per $1,000. 
Mr. Hoffman’s building was valued 
by him at $8,000, with an insurance of 
$4,500. His stock of goods was valued 
at $11,000 and he had $7,000 insurance 
thereon and $500 on fixtures. 
Mr. Holden expresses himself as un­ 
able to accurately estimate his loss as 
yet. His bar fixtures and much of the 
household furniture were destroyed. 
He had a total insurance of $3,000 
which will not nearly cover the loss. 
Mr. Molstad had $700 insurance on his 
building and none on his stock 
The 
stock was all removed but was of course 
damaged somewhat in the removal. 
Chas. W. Hoffman, in speaking to a 
D is p a t c h representative regarding the 
origin of the fire, sajd that he and his 
father left the building about IO o’clock 
and went to the opera house, listened 
to the last act of “ Dick’s Honeymoon" 
and went from there to R. D. King’s 
store. While there they heard the 
alarm and followed the fire team to the 
fire not knowing where it was located 
until they reached there. R. L. Weeks, 
who is employed by Mr. Hoffman as a 
bicycle repairer, had left the store 
about 9 o’clock and gone to the Central 
hose house, where he remained until 
somewhat after ten when he left for 
his home on the south side. As he 
passed the store he went in and got an 
ax he had been fixing and started to 
his home, but before he reached there 
he heard the fire bell, dropped the ax 
in the snow, ran back to the fire. Mr. 
Weeks states that it could not not have 
been over five minutes from the time 
that he left the store until the alarm 
was turned in. There was no sign of 
fire when he left and this adds to the 
strength of the theory that the fire 
started from the stove on the second 
floor. Charles Hoffman states 
that 
when he reached the store, and opened 
it to let the firemen in, the flames were 
just working their way down through 
the heiling in one or two spots. 
The fire boys were strengthened for 
their fight by sandwiches and hot coffee 
furnished them by W. H. Koop, and 
for which the boys are very grateful. 
Mr. Hoffman states that he will not 
rebuild at once unless someone desires 
store room on that corner. In that 
event he would rebuild as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
He has established temporary head­ 
quarters at the office of the Brainerd 
Ice Company, just south of the site of 
his burned structure. 
Mr. Holden and 
Mr. Molstad have their goods stored 
in the Gardner block, but whether or 
not they will open in business at once, 
and if so where is not known.

Great Britain, Canada and Japan to I 
tho utmost. 
California has of late been given 
pre-eminence—n bad and a wicked pre­ 
eminence, many people call it—by giv­ 
ing outw ard and visible expression to 
the strong anti-Japanese feeling that 
today exists among the great majority 
of the people of the Pacific coast. It 
Is merely a fortuitous incident that the 
bitter anti-Japanese sentim ent should 
have found expression in the assembly 
at Sacramento, In the speeches of 
Grove Ii. Johnson and the more m atter 
of fact statem ents of Assemblyman 
Drew of Fresno. Many citizens of the 
Pacific coast were beginning to fear 
that the first intelligence th at might 
reach the people of tile east would be 
a record of outrage and broken heads, 
w ith possibilities of Infuriated mobs 
stringing up Japanese to the lamp­ 
posts in the main streets of San Fran­ 
cisco, Seattle, Vancouver and some of 
the principal inland towns. 
This pic­ 
ture may seem overdrawn, but for a 
year or more such things have been 
openly talked about and approved by 
men who would be likely to be mob 
leaders In the event of any such re­ 
grettable outbreak. 
The anti-Japanese riot that took 
place at Vancouver two years ago was 
spontaneous and not prem editated. It 
arose in the first instance from a tri­ 
fling street brawl. There was no mal­ 
ice aforethought. 
If there should be 
another anti-Japanese riot in any coast 
city, it will be Impossible to say the 
same thing, for there will be malice 
aforethought. 
The newly arrived B ritishers who 
have gone to British Columbia, attract­ 
ed by the glowing accounts furnished 
to them broadcast by the Dominion 
and provincial governments, find them­ 
selves In competition of a ^degrading 
nature with the servile labor of the 
orient and more so w ith the Japanese 
than with the Chinamen. 
At the time of the civil w ar the bit­ 
ter cry of the people of the south was 
th at the people of the north and the 
eastern states did not understand them. 
H istory repeating Itself, the complaint 
of people west of the Rockies today is 
th at the people east of the great moun­ 
tain range do not understand aud ap­ 
preciate the situation. And truly there 
is ground for the complaint, for the 
burden imposed upon tho white man 
of the Pacific slope aud his family by 
the Asiatic invasion is getting too 
grievous to be borne. 
The patient, nonassertive Chinaman 
could be tolerated, but the saucy, self 
assertive Jap of the tw entieth century. 
on term s of equality or superiority, is 
too much for self respecting white 
wage earners. 
It is this feeling that 
is really at the root of the whole of the 
present trouble on the Pacific coast. 
The employers of the Japanese no not 
see it, for to them the Jap is deferen­ 
tial aud complaisant, but to the white 
man who has to work on anything like 
term s of equality with a Jap his eter­ 
nal “cockiness” is a bitter pill—a con­ 
stan t thorn in the flesh. 
Curiously enough, the Chinese ou the 
coast hate the Japs even more cordial­ 
ly than do the American wage earners, 
and there have been m any instances in 
which this has been brought out, some 
of them rather am using. 
A Jap en­ 
tered a Chinese laundry one day in San 
Jose and deposited a bundle of soiled 
linen on the counter. 
The Chinaman 
did not touch it w ith his hands, but 
shoved it off the counter w ith a stick 
and then kicked it Into the street, be­ 
ing much applauded by bis colleagues 
in the laundry.

He had In him all the lift toward 
greatness of tile visionary, without 
any of the visionary’s fanaticism or 
egotism, without any of the vision­ 
ary’s nnrrow jealousy of the practical 
man and Inability to strive In prac­ 
tical fashion for the realization of an 
Ideal. No more practical man ever liv­ 
ed than this homely backwoods Ideal­ 
ist, but he had nothing in common with 
those practical men whose consciences 
are warped until they fall to distin­ 
guish between good and evil, fail to 
understand 
that 
strength, 
ability, 
shrewdness, whether In the world of 
business or of politics, only serve to 
make their possessor a more noxious, 
a more evil member of the communi­ 
ty, If they are not guided and con­ 
trolled by a fine and high moral sense. 


Lincoln’s Qualities Needed Now. 
We of this day must try to solve 
many social and Industrial problems 
requiring to an especial degree the 
combination of indomitable resolution 
with cool beaded sanity. We can profit 
by the way In which Lincoln used both 
these traits aa he strove for reform. 
We can learn much of value from the 
very attacks which following that 
course brought upon bls head, attacks 
alike by the extremists of revolution 
and by the extremists of reaction. He 
never wavered In devotion to his prin­ 
ciples, in his love for the Union and in 
his abhorrence of slavery. Timid and 
lukewarm people were always denounc­ 
ing him because be was too extreme; 
but, as a m atter of fact, he never went 
to extremes. 
Yet perhaps the most wonderful 
thing of all and, from the standpoint 
of the America of today and of the 
future, the most vitally im portant was 
the extraordinary way in which Lin­ 
coln 
could 
fight 
valiantly 
against 
w hat he deemed wrong and yet pre­ 
serve undiminished his love and re­ 
spect for the brother from whom ho 
differed. 
In the hour of a triumph 
th at would have turned any w eaker 
man’s head, in the beat of a struggle 
which spurred many a good man to 
dreadful vindictiveness, he said tru th ­ 
fully th at so long as he had been in 
his office he had never willingly plant­ 
ed a thorn in any man’s bosom and 
besought Lls supporters to study the 
incidents of the trial through which 
they were passing as philosophy from 
which to learn wisdom and not as 
wrongs to be avenged, ending with 
the solemn exhortation that, as the 
strife was over, all should reunite in 
a common effort to save their common 
country. 
“Mightiest of Americans.” 
He lived in days th a t were great 
and 
terrible, 
when brother fought 
against brother for what each sincere­ 
ly deemed to be the right, in a con­ 
test so grim the strong men who atone 
can carry it through are rarely able to 
do justice to the deep convictions of 
those w ith whom they gi^ipple In mor­ 
tal strife. 
At such times men se© 
through a glU.-vs darkly. 
To only th© 
rarest aud loftiest spirits Is vouch­ 
safed th at clear vision which gradually 
comes to all, even to the lesser, as the 
struggle 
fades 
into 
distance and 
wounds are forgotten and peace creeps 
back to the hearts that were hurt But 
to Lincoln was given this supreme Ti­ 
glon. 
He did not hate the man from 
whom be differed. Weakness was as 
foreign as wickedness to his strong, 
gentle nature. But his courage was of 
a quality so high that It needed no 
bolstering of dark passion. 
He saw 
clearly that the same high qualities, 
the same courage and willingness for 
self sacrifice and devotion to the right 
as it was given them to see the right, 
belonged both to the men of the north 
and to the men of the south. As the 
years roll by and as all of us, wher­ 
ever we dwell, grow to feel an equal 
pride in the valor and self devotion, 
alike of th© men who wore the bine 
and the men who w’ore the gray, so 
this whole nation will grow to feel a 
peculiar sense of pride in the mightiest 
of the mighty men who mastered the 
mighty days, the lover of his country 
aud of all mankind, the man whose 
blood was shed for the union of bls 
people and for the freedom of a race, 
Abraham Lincoln.

Constantinople, Feb. 15.—The new 
constitutional 
regime 
has 
passed 
through a severe crisis which has re­ 
sulted In the downfall of the aged] 
grand vizier, Kiamil Pasha, and thej 
complete triumph of the Young Tur j 
key party or Committee of Union and 
Progress, which has virtually imposed 
upon the sultan a ministry of its own 
nominees, headed by Hilmi Pasha. 
The committee has publicly repu­ 
diated any intention to overthrow the 
sultan or to Install a military dicta­ 
torship, but the crisis and its outcome 
are regarded as not boding well for 
the stability of the throne or the suc­ 
cess of the parliamentary government 
and it remains to be seen how the 
moderate elements of the empire will 
regard this assumption of absolute 
power by an irresponsible committee, 
especially in the face of delicate prob­ 
lems still to be solved in the Balkans. 
The Committee of Union and Prog­ 
ress has constantly opposed Kiamil 
Pasha. 
Tt suspected him of being too 
considerate of palace influences and i 
complained of his slowness in con-! 
ducting 
negotiations 
with 
A ustria-1 
Hungary and Bulgaria. 
Kiamil Pasha 1 
claims that if he acted unconstitution- j 
ally In dismissing the m inisters of war 
and marine, the chambers also acted 
unconstitutionally by ignoring Article 
38 of the constitution, which grants a I 
m in ster the right to adjourn his re- * 
ply to an interpellation. 
The former grand vizer intends to j 
publish a manifesto to the nation on j 
W ednesday explaining his course. 
Hilml Pasha, as grand vizier, sue-1 
oeedcd in organizing a new cabinet, i 
reappointing to the office of minister . 
of war the deposed All RIza P asha,1 
whose dismissal led to Kiamil Pasha’s | 
downfall.

TWO PERISHED IN FUMES 


Father and Child Died in Their Burn­ 
ing Home. 
Mitchell, S. D., Feb. 15.—The storm 
early last week, which raged with 
unusual severity on tho reservation 
west of Chamberlain, resulted in the 
death of two members of a family of 
settlers living on government land in 
the White river country. 
The Drew family, with five children, 
lived in a small shanty near the river 
and during the two days’ blizzard the 
little house caught fire during the 
night from a defective flue. 
Before 
the father discovered the blaze the 
houce was enveloped in flames. 
Drew managed to get his wife and 
four of the children out of the burning 
building. 
The shanty seemed ready 
to fall at any moment, but the father 
made a desperate and heroic effort to 
save the remaining child. 
He rushed 
through the burning doorway and just 
as he entered the house the roof fell, 
enveloping himself and the little child 
In the flames. 
They were burned to death, while 
the mother and children stood by, 
helpless. 


QUAKERS SEE GERM SHOW 


Tuberculosis Exhibit Opened In Phil­ 
adelphia Today. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 15.—After attract­ 
ing 567,065 visitors In New York city 
the tuberculosis show was moved to 
this city and was opened to the public 
today. 
The exhibit is designed to 
call forcibly to the notice of the pub­ 
lic the dangers of consumption and 
the modern means of combating the 
disease. 
In New York the exhibit was housed 
in the building of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History. 
Its Phila­ 
delphia resting place is the Robert 
Morris building. 
It is expected that 
at least 500,000 persona will visit the 
exhibit, which formed part of the re­ 
cent international tuberculosis con­ 
gress 
in 
Washington.

Ultimate Purpose One Hour a Day if 
Necessary to Give W ork td All. 
Organized labor throughout the Unit­ 
ed States has started a move for the 
seven hour day In all lines of work. 
Harry D. Thomas, secretary of the 
Cleveland United Trades and Labor 
council and of the Ohio Federation of 
Labor, announced the other day that 
the agitation for an eight hour day 
was only the beginning of the large 
movement. 
The ultimate purpose Is to reduce 
the hours of labor until all men are 
employed, even if it is necessary to 
reduce the working time to one boor a 
day. Only in this way, Thomas says. 
can workingmen share with their em­ 
ployers in the benefits of time and la­ 
bor saving machinery.
